BE 1T ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE OF I10WA:

LEGISLATIVE INTENT. It is the intent of the general assembly
that the satellite driver®s license station to be established
by the state department of transportation within the city of
Des Moines be open for the renewal of driver®"s licenses no
later than the date of the opening of the new motor vehicle
division facility in Ankeny, whether or not there is a
commitment from the Polk county treasurer to operate or staff
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the satellite station. The general assembly further intends
that, to the extent practicable, the satellite station be
located as close as possible to the site of the office of
driver services currently operated by the department within
the city of Des Moines.
